In the letter, McGrath proposed 
there be no change in the reading 
of the Bible as carried (Hit tradi­ 
tionally. 
■‘Furtherm ore, I insist that we 
adopt the tenacious tactics of the 


secularists and use every legal 
subterfuge open to us to continue 
this practice until we are directed 
to stop by a specific court of law," 
he said 
This statem ent was backed b.v 
Pann. but it was criticised by 
Director Mrs. Faith H. Murray. 
Went On Record 
"I would I ke to go on record as 
being diametrically opposed to the 
two gentlemen 
who 
have 
just 


spoken, on a point of law, regard­ 
less of whether or not we ap­ 
prove of the law. I think it is a 
vc y curious stand to take 
to 
break the law 
of the land in 
order to improve morality," she 
said. 


Before the Supreme Court deci­ 
sion ruled it to be unconstitution­ 
al, Pennsylvania state law 
re- 
<iu red the reading of IO verses 
of the Bible without comment, the 


recitation of the Lord s Prayer, 
and the Pledge of Allegiance to 
the flag. 


McGrath moved that this be re­ 
tained. 


No Official Word 


Supe intendcnt Robert P. Mar­ 
tin said so far no official word 
has been received about what 
should be used in schools in place 
of the relig ous ceremony.

Matching Fund Basis 


The hospital applied for a PWA 
grant in January, 1962. The grants 
are given on a 
matching 
fund 
basis. Total cost of the planned 
hospital expansion is $1,129,315. 


Mrs. Anchor said Hoeber told 
the group that a decision on the 
hospital’s request would be forth­ 
coming within two weeks. 


Because of the short period of 
time left and the limited funds 
available for federal grants, Mrs. 
Ancker said she fears the hos­ 
pital’s request will not be ap­ 
proved. 


To Give Employment 


The PWA program grants are 
awarded in areas where unem­ 
ployment 
is 
widespread 
a n d 
where a need exists for added 
hospital facilities. The purpose of 
the grant is to give employment 
to area construction workers. 


lf the request for the federal 
grant is turned down, Mrs. Anc­ 
ker reported, the hospital may 
have to turn to the public for 
funds and will be forced to cur­ 
tail some of the expansion plans. 


She said the specific hospital 
areas that need expansion are 
the X-ray department, laborator­ 
ies, armissions offoce, the em ­ 
ploye cafe and outpatient facil­ 
ities. The work load in X-ray in­ 
creased 18 percent in the past
